notations. What would you 
prefer to call him? An Arab? 

The fact is that the letter 
made not a single attempt to 
refute or even discuss any 
issue of substance raised in 
Shamir’s lecture. Instead it 
dwelt upon trivialities like the 
dean closing the talk with a 
"pro-Zionist” "shalom". Since 
when is "shalom" a pro-Zionist •' 
expression? And is it so out of 
line to. close a lecture by a 
distinguished professor by 
using a greeting In his own 
language? This was clearly a 
cordial pleasantry. Only such 
furious anti-Zionists as the 
authors - of the letter could 
interpret this as imbuing the 
lecture series with political 
overtones. 

I could go on and on, citing 
innuendo, cheap shots, and 
derogatory references that had 
nothing to do with Shamir or his 
lecture. The issues on which he 
spoke, Israel, Egypt and peace, 
are of vital importance to 
supporters and opponents of 
Israel alike; more value would 
come if serious students of 
Islamic Studies, History and 
Political Science would invest 
some serious effort in treating 
the issues directly and 
responsibly, instead of 
engaging in petty character 
assassination.
